We  were  all  thrilled  when  we  were  elected  to  make  up 
the  first  editorial  staFt  of  a  yearbook,  without  even  a  name.

Early  in  August,  the  Cyclones  began  preparing  for 
their  1958  football  season  with  high  hopes  of  another 
good  year.  Being  placed  in  the  cellar  before  the  season 
opened  gave  them  an  inspiration  to  work  diligently  to 
become  the  best  team  possible.  Full  of  determination, 
desire,  and  will  to  win,  the  Cyclones  opened  their  cam- 
paign on  September  5  in  a  gridiron  thriller  at  Fleming 
Memorial  Stadium  with  the  favored  Washington  Pam 
Pack.  Washington,  being  unable  to  stop  the  Cycs'  hard 
running  backs,  fell  by  a  13-6  margin. 

Goldsboro  played  host  to  Wilson  a  week  later  in  our 
first  conference  game.  The  Cyclones  proved  to  be  too 
much  for  the  Earthquakes  and  brought  home  a  20-14 
win.  Raleigh  came  to  Wilson  regarded  as  one  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  conference,  but  they  were  unable  to  stop 
the  magnificent  Cyclone  offense.  The  Caps  went  back 
to  Raleigh  with  a  19-13  mar  in  their  record.  Next  on 
Wilson's  schedule  was  Kinston.  The  Cycs  soundly 
trounced  the  Red  Devils  39-0  while  giving  all  the  re- 
serves valuable  playing  experience. 


A  real  trial  for  the  Cyclones  was  October  3  when  the 
mighty  Durham  squad  stepped  on  the  field.  The  Cycs, 
with  supreme  effort,  rallied  to  overcome  a  14-0  half  time 
deficit  and  defeat  the  Bulldogs  19-14.  Marklin's  "little 
men"  chalked  up  their  sixth  win  in  a  row  by  crushing 
non-conference  New  Bern  30-13.  The  Cyclones  turned 
in  one  of  their  most  impressive  performances  the  next 
week  by  stomping  the  defending  champions,  Fayetteville, 
31-0.  Over  1,000  Wilson  fans,  who  accompanied  the  un- 
defeated Cyclones  to  Wilmington,  became  tense  as  Wil- 
son went  into  the  final  quarter  trailing  6-0.  The  deter- 
mined Wilsonians  reached  back  for  the  extra  punch 
needed  to  gain  a  7-6  lead  which  the  Wildcats  never  over- 
came. Greenville,  Wilson's  next  opponent,  met  the  Cycs 
with  hopes  of  upsetting  the  high-riding  Cyclones.  How- 
ever, the  Cycs  rolled  up  a  49-14  conquest,  one  of  the 
highest  scores  in  recent  Wilson  history.  Arch  rivals, 
Rocky  Mount  and  Wilson,  battled  to  a  14-14  finale  at 
Rocky  Mount,  clinching  the  first  conference  title  for  the 
Cyclones  since  1946,  and  also  earning  them  the  right 
to  play  for  the  state  championship.

Wilson  welcomed  Winston-Salem  at  a  tea  held  at  the 
Recreation  Park  Community  Center  on  Friday  afternoon, 
November  21.  That  night  at  Fleming  Memorial  Stadium, 
the  two  teams  battled  to  a  6-6  deadlock.  Wilson,  being 
a  heavy  underdog,  stymied  Winston-Salem's  powerful 
single  wing  offense.  The  Cyclones  took  a  6-0  lead  late 
in  the  third  quarter,  after  an  80  yard  drive,  spearheaded 
by  a  25  yard  pass  play.

After  the  1959  Accolade  had  gone  to  press,  our  hearts  were  made  sad 
by  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Ralph  L.  Fike,  whom  we  as 
students  lov^ed  personally  as  a  friend  of  youth  in  our  community,  and  re- 
spected highly  as  a  friend  and  promoter  of  all  civic  improvements  in  our 
town,  and  especially  in  our  schools. 

Dr.  Fike's  interest  in  the  schools  of  Wilson  dated  as  far  back  as  his 
first  years  out  of  college,  when  he  taught  for  two  years  in  the  Charles  L. 
Coon  High  School  before  deciding  to  study  for  a  medical  career.  Mis  interest 
in  education  in  Wilson  never  wavered.  From  1938,  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Wilson  Board  of  Education,  and  from  1953  until  poor  health  forced 
his  retirement  in  1958,  he  served  as  chairman. 

He  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  obtain  better  schools  for  Wilson,  and 
during  his  period  of  service  much  progress  was  made  in  improving  the  old 
school  buildings  and  in  securing  new  ones  adequate  for  the  growing  pop- 
ulation. To  his  personal  efforts,  his  never-failing  enthusiasm  and  know- 
how,  we  owe,  to  a  great  extent,  our  appreciation  for  the  beautiful  new 
senior  high  school  which  proudly  bears  his  name. 

Because  of  his  dynamic  personality,  his  intense  interest  and  his  burning 
desire  to  improve  the  living  conditions,  he  was  recognized  as  a  friend  of 
education,  not  only  in  his  home  town,  but  in  his  state,  and  people  had 
confidence  in  him.  The  Wilson  Unit  of  the  North  Carolina  Education 
Association  named  him,  in  1956,  as  "Layman  of  the  Year  in  Education" 
and  in  the  state,  he  served  as  president  of  the  "Committee  of  100"  for  the 
promotion  of  public  schools  in  North  Carolina.  We  realize  that  the  schools 
have  lost  a  devoted  and  valued  friend  and  we  shall  feel  that  loss  deeply. 

Many  of  us  will  miss  his  big  smile  and  his  hearty  laughter,  his  tenderness 
and  loving  care  as  a  physician,  his  human  warmth  of  understanding,  his 
courage,  and  his  faith  in  mankind,  but  we  will  remember  him  for  these 
attributes  and  try  to  be  more  like  him.
